Still  Krtl  Tape 

If  theory  could  cure  the  ills  ol  commerce, 
and  indeed  of  the  whole  wide  world,  this 
globe  would  have  reached  a state  of  perfee 
lion  long  ago.  T heories  there  arc  in  plenty, 
but  they  arc  only  so  much  data  on  paper 
until  thty  have  been  tried  out.  When  it  is 
the  state  that  undertakes  to  try  them  out.  un-  | 
fortunately,  they  arc  pushed  beyond  the 
error  point  simply  because  they  have  be- 
come part  of  the  bureaucratic  machine  Un- 
like a business  executive,  who  can  discard  a 
project  immediately  it  proves  unwi*f>  a civil 
servant  must  pursue  it  according  to  the 
printed  regulation. 

l ime  was  when  this  sort  of  thing  was 
called  red  tape,  a type  of  strangulation  with 
which  the  public  was  familiar.  Now  it  is 
euphemistically  called  ' planning  " In  actu- 
ality it  is  more  often  what  a British  Member 
of  Parliament,  himself  a staunch  Laboritr. 
terms  organized  muddling.  It  was  because 
ol  planning  that  it  took,  him  over  two  years 
to  get  permission  to  erect  a new  plant,  tomc- 
j.hing  that  before  the  war  would  have  been  a 
notable  example  of  governmental  red  tape. 
As  sometimes  happens  in  such  cases,  when 
permission  earnest  was  too  late,  and  the 
counijry  was  thus  deprived  of  another 
factory. - 

Many  other  business  men  have  wondered, 
with  the  British  member,  why  it  should  be 
expected  that  officials  outside  an  industry 
can  do  better  work  than  those  who  belong 
to  it  and  to  whom  it  has  been  a life  long 
study  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  average 
governmental  official  (hat  he  should  lack  the 
qualifications  necessary  for  running  competi- 
tive business,  but  it  t*  that  of  any  system 
that  puts  this  responsibility  into  his  hands 
I he  result  is  an  intensification  of  theory  and 
red  tape,  with  disastrous  effect  on  production 
and  industrial  enterprise  Practical  hands  at 
the  wheel  of  industry  are  the  only  ones 
capable  of  coping  with  thf  industrial  com- 
plexities of  the  times  Red  tape  is  still  red 
tape  even  given  a new  name 

Student  Velrrnnn 

At  a national  conference  of  student  veterans 
in  Canada  held  at  Toronto  thu  week,  ex- 
servicemen  and  women  who  have  returned 
»o  university  after  uniformed  etilistmrnt 
pointed  out  once  more  the  inadequacy  of  the 
present  allowances  made  to  assist  them,  due 
to  increased  living  costs  When  the  grants 
w*re  made,  at  sixty  dollars  for  s single  vet- 
eran and  eighty  for  ■ married  couple,  they 
were  designed  to  tide  there  student  veterans 
over  the  two  or  three-year  period  in  which 


i period 

In  (he  interval  the  cost  ol  living  has 
mounted  sharply,  and  these  men  and  Women 
1 arc  bang  bard  pressed  where  they  have  no 
other  resources  behind  them  T;or  the  most 
part  they  are  living  away  from  their  home 
towns,  in  rented  premises  and  under  emer- 
gent conditions  at  the  best.  T he  sixty  and 
the  eighty  dollars  today  do  not  begin  to 
cover  the  costs  these  students  must  meet.  Nor 
does  borrowmg  answer  the  case,  as  that 
merely  postpones  thei{  eventual  start  in  life. 
The  situation  is  one  about  which  a good 
deal  has  been  said  and  written,  but  so  far 
very  little  has  been  done. 

It  is  still  the  intention  of  the  people  of 
Canada  surely  to  see  to  it  that  as  many  young 
men  and  women  as  possible  will  finish  their 
education  in  college,  whqrtc  they  are  willing  to 
invest  t heir  own  youth  and  energies  in  that. 
To  have  a good  scheme  and  a basically  sound 
one  fall  short  for  want  of  a little  more  help 
would  seem  a great  pity  'T  here  is  no  doubt 
at  all  that  the  cost  to  Canada  of  any  failure 
in  this  plan  would  many  times  outweigh  the 
cost  of  making  adequate  provision  to  finish 
what  wa^.promised  at  the  beginning  . . that 
servicemen  and  women  would  be  helped 
through  college 

Pari  of  a Pattern 

T he  removal  of  Kin#  Michael  from  the 
throne  of  Romania,  for  that  in  all  probability* 
is  what  his  abdication  amounts  to.  is  yet 
another  piece  in  the  pattern  of  events  that 
secs  the  cordon  of  Soviet  direction  being 
drawn  tighter  around  the  Fiastern  European 
states  within  the  Russian  orbit  Wbethfr 
the  immediate  cause  was  romance  or  politics, 
it  was  inevitable  while  Communists  were  in 
power  in  Romania  that  there  would  be  no 
room  for  someone  who  had  a separate  claim 
on  the  loyalties  of  his  people.  At  best  the 
youthful  King  had  been  a minor  figurehead 
rver  since  iheTTAy  die  Red  Army  marched 
into  that  country  in  September.  1944 
i Uneasy  lies  the  head  that  wears  a crown, 
said  Shakespeare's  Henry  IV.  and  in  some 
European  states  this  had  been  a truismjong 
before  King  Michael  ascended  the  Romanian 
throne.  AlthoughUwice  a JKing  he  enjoyed 
only  eight  days  of  individual  rule,  during  the 
week  that  elapsed  between  his  overthrow  of 
the  dictator  Antonescu  and  the  advent  of  the 
Russians  into  his  country.  He  was  a youth- 
ful hero  even  to  the  Soviet  in  those  days, 
being  given  the  high  Russian  Order  of  Vic- 
tory for  his  part  in  bringing  Romania  into 
the  Alluid  fold.  That  was  while  the  war 
was  on.  l.ike  other  reversals  which  peace  has 
brought  to  Europe,  the  fate  of  Michael  is 
merely  part  of  a single,  adamant  aim  of  Com 
munistic  groups  wherever  situated. 

IVhe  succeeds  in  leaving  Romania.  Michael 
may  personally  have  cause  to  bless  his  good 
fortune  Under  Communist  domination  his 
monarchy  was  a mockery  of  what  this  insti- 
tution can  be  in  level -headed  lands.  Now 
there  are-  no  monarchs  left  - lo  disturb  the 
Soviet  pattern  in  Eastern  Europe  Only  one 
ruling  groflp  encompasses  the  half  dozen 
satellite  countries  that  once.. cn joyed  indivi- 
dual freedom  of  rule  Like  others  bclorc 
them  in  recent  years.  Romanians  arc  likely  to 
regret  the  day  when  the  last  symbol  of  their 
former  independence  disappeared

reaved in  the  passing  of  Mr.  Bernard  S.  Hem- 
terman.  at  the  age  of  74  at  his  home  on  the 
last  day  of  the  Old  Year  The  late  Mr 
Hcisterman  was  a native  son  who  had  spent 
an  active  career  in  buiincsi  here  until  his  re 
tirement  a few  years  ago.  He  was  for  long 
idcntilied  with  the  firm  of  Hcisterman.
